SPRINGFIELD, o., Aug. 20.—The district 
and other preliminary meetings of the Dem- 
ocratic State Convention are held here to- 
day prepatatéry to the assembling of the 
convention at 10 a. m. to-morrow. Senator 
Brice reached Lima from New York yester- 
day and arrived here this morning.

Senator Brice will be temporary Chairman 
of the convention, and his keynote speech 
ia sure to be for sound money, without re- 
gard to the outcome of the fight for the or- 
ganization of the convention. Immediately 
afier its delivery to-morrow will come the 
reports from the Committee on Credentials, 
the majority for seating contesting Brice 
men and the minority for seating the free- 
silver contestants.

HARDIN AND BRADLEY. 


The Democratic Candidate in Kentucky 
Is for Free Coinage. 


‘ LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 20.—Long be- 
fore 8 o'clock last night every one of the 
3,000 chairs in the Auditorium were taken 
by citizens who had gathered to listen to 


the first of the twelve joint discussions ba- 
tween William O. Bradley and P. Har- 
din, Republican and Democratic candidates 
for Governor. The seats were evenly di- 
vided between the partisans of the two as- 
pirants. On the stage 400 seats on a raised 
platform were provided for distinguished 
people. These chairs were occupied by men 
well known in State politics, many of them 
being candidates on the respective tickets. 
When Mayor Tyler called the assemblage 
to order, standing room was at a premium, 
Mayor Tyler in a few words called the 
meeting to order and introduced Gen, 
Hardin. On the subject of finances he said 
he opposed the policy of London and New 
York bankers and the suicidal policy of the 
Republican party. Before the convention 
the Democrats, as individuals, claimed the 
right to «xpress themselves and he still 
claimed that right. Gen. Hardin talked of 
the war and reconstruction until a Dem- 
ocrat shouted: The war is over; give us 
something new.” 

The speaker continued for a short time 
to talk of the reconstruction period and of 
the conspiracy of 73, by which silver was 
demonetized. He favored the restoration 
of silver to the place it occupied before 
1873, declaring that he stood on the Chi- 
cago platform. 

He said: „ Kentucklans will remember 
that there was one notable difference be- 
tween the two conventions that assembled 
in this city. My life has been an open book 
to the people here.

Capitalists Will Improve 6 North 
St. Louis 200-Acre Tract. - 


NEW MANUFACTURING SITE. 


Five Outside Cencerns Mave Decided | 


to Move Here and Negotiations 
Are Pending With Others. 


The plan to improve 200 acres of North 
End property for manufacturing purposes, 
as outlined in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, has 
caused a sensation among business men. 
Manufacturers in surrounding towns who 
have long been looking for a cheap St. 
Louis site will be given an opportunity to 
select now. Since the publication of the 
article in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch C. C. 
Rainwater, president of the Merchants’ 
Terminal Land and Improvement Co., 
which is backing the scheme, has seen fit to 
state that the company bas been incorpo- 
rated in the sum of $300,000. 

The next move will be to increase the 
capital stock. 

It ig the intention of the company to fur- 
nish accommodations for some 60 manu- 
factories. The members of the Business 
Men's League comment upon the scheme 
as one which will greatly nefit the city. 
It will give work to thousands of mechan- 
ies and build up a portion of the city here- 
tofore a wild stretch of prairie land. 

It is given out as authentic that five 
manufacturers, located at different points 
in Illinois, have decided to move into the 
new district. Maj. Rainwater is authority 
for the statement. 

The land is sold at a low figure and when 
leases of five years and up can be obtained 
the company will erect at its own cost 
suitable buildings for manufacturing pur- 
poses. 

A carriage manufactory from Detroit, 
Mich., is among the five concerns referred 
to by Maj. Rainwater. The Reardon Glue 
Co., formerly located at Twenty-second and 
Morgan streets, are already located in the 


new district, and are doing business on a 


large scale.

This would give 
the speculators a steady increase from their 
investment.

THE NEED OF ORGANIZATION. 


That is a very interesting interview 
with Gov. Stone, published elsewhere in 
to-day'’s paper. It gives the facts re- 
garding the Washington Conference and 
its work, and deals forcibly with a num- 
ber of important questions. 

More important than any other point 
made in the interview, however, is that 
regarding the need of organization. There 
is practically no doubt that a majority 
of the Democrats in nearly all the States 
west of the Alleghenies are in favor of 
the free coinage of silver, and as the 
South is of the same way of thinking the 
friends of genuine bimetallism can con- 
trol the next Democratic National Con- 
vention, if they make their strength 
effective. 

This can be done only by organization 
and co-operation. An excellent pro- 
gramme of organization wags formulated 
and adopted by the Washington Confer- 
ence. But a mere programme is of little 
value unless it is vitalizea by practical 
work. If strong men with administrative 
ability and enthusiasm for the cause are 
appointed as members of the National 
Executive Committee for the several 
States, there will be little difficulty in 
starting a movement that Will result in 
thorough organization. But it must not 
stop with the appointment of committee- 
men and the authorizing of a few sub- 
committees or clubs. The work must be 
Carried on until all the Democrats in 
every’ district and county of the several 
States are reached and if possible en- 
rolled. 

With such organization as this and the 
work that will result from it, there will 
be no difficulty in controlling the delega- 
tions to next year’s National Convention 
in all those States where a majority of 
the people are in favor ef bimetallism. 
The danger is that a small, watchful and 
aggressive minority, with plenty of 
money to spend and backed by the Fed- 
eral office-holders, will thwart and ‘baffle 
an unorganized majority. 

Gov. Stone is right in saying that the 
great work ahead for the friends of free 
coinage is organization.

HOLD YOUR COTTOR. 
In 1806, when cotton-growing in Amef- 
ica was in its infancy, the crop sold for 
30 cents a pound. In 1873, when the crop 
Was 3,930,508 bales, the price still ran as 
high as 22 cents a pound. Since then the 
fall has been graduah owing to increased 
production and lack of all system in 
growing or marketing, until the cry of 
“Five-Cent Cotton,” equivalent to star- 
vation for growers depending solely upon 
this crop, has been heard all, over the 
land. This year, owine to whfavorable 
weather conditions and the planting of 
less acreage, it is estimated that the 
cotton crop will not exceed 7,250,000 bales, 
or only a little less than double the 
crop of 18738. 

Under these circumstances, it is natural 
to suppose that the greprefs should ex- 
pect to get for their cotton nearly halt 
what the crop of 1873 sold for. Eleven 
cents a pound would mean very much to 
the cotton-growers, and would give an 
immense stimulus to the production of 
next year. Conditions of the market, 
however, will prevent any such a price 
being realized. The buyers are well orga- 
nized and are among the shrewdest bust- 
ness men in the world, while the growers 
are fighting the battle mainly as indi- 
viduals and have to compete with the 
production of the entire world. There is 
no reason, however, why théy should not 
get at least 8 cents a pound for their 
crop. 

Cotton is a staple commodity. It is 
easier to store and hold than grain. It 


is exposed to practically no danger but 


that of fire, against which it can be in- 
sured. If the gfowers are wise, they will 
take the advice of Hon. Hector D. Lane, 
Commissioner of Agriculture of Alabama 
and President of the American Cotton- 
Growers’ Protective Association, who is 
convinced that if part of the crop can be 
neld back until late in the season, 8 cents 
n pound and probably more can be easily 
obtained.

Over in Illinois there is a State Board 
of Equalization which fer many years 
has perversely and wilfully neglected to 
equalize. In fact ite conduct has been 
so flagrant at times that the people of 
all parties have condemned it as wanting 
in.the courage or intelligence with which 
its members were accredited prior to 
their selection. 

This Board will meet in annual session 
shortly to pass once more upon the valua- 
tion and assessment of railroad property 
in Illinois. These valuations have been 
ridiculously low and the Board has now 
another opportunity to redeem itself in 
the estimation of the people. 

Heretofore the Pullman influence has 
séemed to dominate the proceedings of 
the Board. At any rate whatever Pull- 
man wanted done was promptly attended 
to, with results prejudicial to all tax- 
payers. 

The time has come in the history of 
State Boards of Equalization everywhcre 
—but more particularly in Illinois—when 
railroad and other corporate property 
must be valued under the law, equally 
with valuations placed upon farm lands, 
to the end that the wealth of the country 
shall be made to bear its just proportion 
of the burdens of government. This can 
only be accomplished by men of courage 
and loyalty to public interests. And 
surely there is enough of sentiment al- 
ready awakened in Illinois to induce the 
Board of Equalization of that State to 
do its duty fearlessly and without favor.

BUREAU OF LABOR. 


New Fields of Investigation Entered 
Upon. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. V. -The Bu- 

reau of Labor has recently undertaken an 

independent investigation in a field of in- 


quiry which it has not before entered. The 
work of American seamen in the merchant 
service is the subject to which the officials 
of the Bureau are devoting a part of their 
attention during the present season. Agents 
have been stationed at fi principal ports 
of the country—New York, Boston, Philadel- 
hia, Baltimore and San Francisco—whosge 
usiness it is to investigate the conditions 
of the life and service of the common sailors 
employed in the merchant shipping carried 
on under the United States flag. 
The two investigations ordered by lu- 
tions of Congress are making satisfactory 
progress. In making its inquiry into the 
effects of machinery upon labor, the bureau 
ig going exhatistively into the history of 
nearly every branch of manufacturing in 
which machinery has taken the place of 
hand labor in recent years. One factory of 
each class is taken as an example and the 
amount and cost of production and other de- 
tails through each process of the work are 
learned, as weill as the number of laborers 
and the time regatred for the production of 
goods under different systems., Incident. 
ally attention is being paid to the sanitary 
conditions of work and other phases, r. 
W. Weaver, chief clerk of the bureau, 
s that the reports which have been re- 
celved up to date show that the product 
of hand labor is still placed on the. market 
in competition with machine made goods in 
a surprisingly large range Of makursctures, 
The other investigation ed for by Con- 
réss deals with the conditions of female 
abor. The report to be made upon this sub- 
ject will be a comparative one, dealin 
with the n of women at two dif. 
ferent riods, ten years or perhaps twenty 
years apart. Information is being sought 
regarding work in factories, in shops, in 
offices and homes.

CROP REPORTS. 


The Outlook in Missouri, Illinois and 
Other States. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., Aug. 20.—The Missouri 
weather crop bulletin for the week says: 


Early corn is maturing rapidly and is gen- 
erally out of danger, but in many counties, 
egpecially in the Central and Northern sec- 
tfons, late corn is now suffering for rain, 
and unless a good rain comes soon the yield 
will be cut short. In a few of the extreme 
Southern counties early corn is being cut. 

There is considerable complaint in a num- 
ber of the Southeastern counties that 
peaches are rotting, but as a rule fruit con- 
tinues in good condition. 


Crops in Illinois. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 20.—The ‘Illinois weekly 
weather crop bulletin says: 

Drouth conditions prevail in all Northern 
and most central section counties. Pastures 
are drying up and corn has been somewhat 
injured; the central and southern counties 
have vast numbers of chinch bugs to aid 
the dryness. Second crop clover now be- 
ing cut is proving g in all southern 
counties, but decreases in vield and re- 
sults as one progresses northward. The 
usual — of wheat will probably be 
sown; considerable rye has ready been 
sown. Fruit is so plentiful that markets are 
glutted and much will have to be dried. 


Iowa’s Crops. 


DES MOINES, Iowa, Aug. 20.—The Iowa 
weekly weather crop bulletin says: 

Late planted corn on naturally dry land 
has suffered material damage from effects 
of drouth. 8 planted corn, especially on 
bottom lands, maturing in good shape. 
With timely rains to develop the late plant- 
ing, this State will probably produce a fair 
average crop of corn, If the weather re- 
maine dry and hot the quantity and qual- 
ity will be reduced considerably below hte 
normal yield. But without another drop 
of rain for a month the aggregate corn will 
most likely be more than double the out- 
put of last year.

Threshing returns indicate notably heavy 
yield of timothy seed. Oats yield far be- 
yond any former record and all small grains 
are exceptionally good. 


The Outlook in Kansas.

In the dry counties“ much rain 
has fallen and what corn has escaped the 
drouth is growing de ge A A fine robe « of 
hay is being gathered, while the sorghum 
promises much feed.

INSURGENT SUCCESSES. 


Cuban Rebels in Possession of the Prov- 
ince of Las Villas. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—It was stated at 
Cuban headquarters that the Province of 
Las Villas is now in complete possession of 
the insurgents. Jose Maceo, it was said, had 
succeeded in routing the Spanish guerilla, 
Garrido, and his forces. 

The report of.the death of Gen. Maximo 
Gomez, July 31, was contradicted. A letter 


from him was received Aug. 1. 

Gens. Roloff and Serefin Sanchez have 
cencentrated their forces around Cien- 
fuegos, the largest seaport on the South- 
ern coast of Santa Clara. They have sur- 
rounded the city, and, having cannon, are 
confident of soon accomplishing its cap- 
ture. This will give them what is at pres- 
ent most desired—the possession of a sea- 
port on the coast. Santa Espiritu and Santa 
Clara are said to be virtually powerless in 
the possession of Gen. Roloff’s forces. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—Advices have 
been received by officials at the State and 
Navy Departments from Minister Denby 
and Admiral Carpenter, which indicate that 
neither the diplomatic nor naval representa- 
tives of the United States in China regards 
the situation resulting from the Ku-Cheng 
riots as very serious or alarming so far as 
American interests are concerned. 

Up to noon the State Department had not 
been advised that Consul Hixson and the 
English Consul had not been allowed to be 
present at the investigation of the Ku- 
Cheng riots.

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—A special to the 
Herald from Havana says: A general order 
has been issued organizing five military 
zones in Las Villas.
